Claims 33-35 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-12, 15-23, 25, 27-28, 30-32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 3, 5, 7-1 1 ,14-23,25,28-30 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
over Yang et al., US 2002/0049222, and 35 U.S.C. 102(e) over Yang et al., WO 
2004/082682 and 35 U.S.C. 102(e) over Yang et al., WO 2004/094371 and 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) over Abbadie et al., US 2006/0205761 and Obvious Double 
Patenting over Yang et al., US 2002/0049222 and Obvious Double Patenting 
over Yang et al., US 2006/021 1 ,722 and Obvious Double Patenting over Goble 
et al., US 2006/0205783 and Obvious Double Patenting over Goble et al., US 
2006/0069088 in the previous office action and the rejection is withdrawn in light 
of applicant's amendment argument in the paper dated on 01/07/2008. The 
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amendment of claim 1 in which R 16 and R 18 must be connected to form a bridging 
group between the carbons to which R 16 and R 18 are attached is sufficient to 
overcome any of the rejections.
